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State Merging is 
MUST, Says Meany 


WASHINGTON (AFLCIO) — 
AFLCIO Pres. George Meany} 
predicted that merger of state 
labor groups will be accom- 
plished by the December 5, 1957 
deadline but warned that the 
AFLCIO will step in and com- 
plete the job wherever neces- 
sary. 


Meany hailed the progress 
made in the first year of mer-|¢ 
ger, noting that the internal 
problems of the organization 
are no greater today than they 
were previously in the AFL or 
CIO, and that a great many 
solid achievements have been 
recorded. 


His views on state mergers 
came at a press conference at 
the International Labor Press 
Association convention in re- 
sponse to a query by Irwin 
Klass of the Chicago Federa- 
tionist as to what action the 


the constitutional deadline. 


Meany said the federation 
believes that two years is suf- 
ficient time to eliminate dif- 
ferences and for mergers to be 
achieved. 


If, however, any particular

Head of Teachers 
Union Discusses 
Carlos Bee Plan 


Ben Rust, president of the 
AFLCIO State Federation of 
Teachers, discussing the pro- 
posal of Assemblyman Carlos 
Bee that the age limit for com- 
pulsory education for children 
be lowered from 18 to 14 years, 
says in part in a bulletin put/° 
out by his organization: 


The proposals to lower the 
age limit for compulsory at- 
tendance has appeal to many 
teachers who are faced with 
discipline problems. As a teach- 
er, I know that it is a thankless 
job to try to keep up with the 
situation. But to push off the 
problem on other segments of 
this country is no answer to it. 
By and large the best place a 
child can be between the ages 
of 14-18 is in the school. If the 
schools are inadequate some- 
thing should be done about it. 


For many years, the AFLCIO 
has sponsored better high 
school vocational courses for 
our students. Bona-fide, well- 
equipped vocational schools 
would go a long way towards 
the solving of the problem. 
Yet administrators and school 
boards have been emasculating 
the program instead of building 
it up. Richmond lost her voca- 
tional high school at the rec- 
ommendation of the superin- 
tendent. The San Francisco 
program has gone down, not 
up. Charles Ferroni, a citizen 
in San Jose, has given his life’s 
blood at the head of a citizen’s 
committee to try to save Tech 
High. 

Dorothy Thompson, famous 
columnist, wrote a letter to Mr. 
Ferroni of San Jose which I 
think put the finger directly on 
the problem, She said that 
every western European coun- 
try make a division at an early 
age between those students 
who will get an academic 
training and those who will get 
a technical training.

The Justice Department can 
\prosecute the offending officer 
|on perjury charges but the un- 
jion cannot be penalized as a 
group, Justice William O. Doug- 
las ruled for a unanimous 
|court. 
| The effect is to compel the 
labor board to hear unfair la- 
bor practice charges filed by a 
junion even if the union’s offi- 
icers have been convicted of 
{perjury in non-Communist af- 
\fidavits. 

Ironically, an NLRB trial ex- 
,aminer has held that the UAW 
— a notably anti-Communist 
|union—is not entitled to board 
protection in charges against 
the strike-bound Kohler Corp.
